An Open Invitation to tlie Plague. 
HAMDUHO, Sept 10.—Tho thermome- 


ter to-day has varied between 7D and 
76 degrees Fahrenheit. Tho air has 
been humid and oppressive and the 
city has suffered under a dead calm 
since daybreak. The fresh cases to- 
day have numbered 087, or eleven 
fewer than yesterday. Tho 
deaths 


have - numbered 
213 
or 
ten 


more than yesterday. 
There have 


boon 840 burials or fifteen more than 
yesterday. The hospitals and cholera 
barracks are treating 3,098 patlonts. 
Outside of the hospitals and barracks 
there are practically no patlonts. 


Two thousand and eight hundred 


of tho patlonts now under treatment 
are of the dregs of tho city's popu- 
lation. 
They live tncabjoct raisoi^ 


In the filthiest quarters and are of the 
class which has suffered 
most se- 


verely 
from 
every 
epidemic 
ot 


the last fifty years. Tho other 800, 
with hardly a dozen (exception, belong 
to the families of fairly prosperous arti- 
sans. 


Of tho persons who havo died of cho- 


lera in tho last throe weeks 8,000 or 
about 40 par cent wore children. In 
thousands of families both parents havo 
been titkcn, and thus tho orphans havo 
been left a charge upon tho city. 


Tho board of health has just finished 


an investigation of tho tenement dis- 
tricts of llamm, Horn, Itarnbeck and 
llammerbrook. An appalling condi- 
tion of affairs was revealed. A mem- 
ber of the Investigating committee says 
that ever since tho outbreak of the 
plague tho 
people in 
these dis- 


trlctH 
have 
dolled 
every law of 


sanitation, flardly a tenement house 
was found In tho four suburbs whore 
nny sanitary conveniences whatever 
had been provided by tho landlords. 
Cesspools behind most of tho tenements 
have been filled with decaying garbage, 
while In houses, hardly thirty feet 
away, persons were sleeping sovon or 
eight In a room. 


Since the scarcity of employment hoe 


been felt, tho commissioner said, the 
people In these houses have had only 
vegetables and refuse meat to cat. Af- 
ter deaths from cholera they have neg- 
lected 
to use any of 
tho disin- 


fecting material* delivered to them 
and have put on dead men's clothes be- 
fore sanitary officials wore notified of 
the deaths. The people from these 
localities have consequently given two- 
thirds of the victims to the plague and 
are still filling tho hospitals with their 
sick. 


An Important Conference.

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept, 17.—This hos- 


pitable city of North Carolina was 
early astir yesterday to greet the demo- 
crat candidate for the vice-presidency 
Hon. Adlal E. Stevenson, aud all day 
long the streets were alive with peo- 
ple and resonant with cheering. So 
far its the weather was concerned noth- 
ing was wanting <for tho success of 
Raleigh's democratic demonstration. 


An added zest was given to the occa- 


sion by tho fact that the state associa- 
tion of democratic clubs Is In session in 
the city and has brought here repre- 
sentatives of the young, democracy 
from every part of the state. 


Oon. Stevenson's party arrived at an 


early hour in the morning, but did not 
disembark until later. They wore met 
by a reception committee headed by 
Col. F. S. Keenan and by tbo governor's 
guard with a band and escorted to tho 
Yarboro house which was Qen. Steven- 
son's headquarters for the day. 


The town filled up rapily with peo- 


ple during the forenoon, thn farmer 
element being conspicuous In 
the 


crowds on the streets. At 11 o'clock 
Gen. Stevenson and his wife and all the 
guests of the occasion were ushered 
Into carriages, and, escorted by a oaval- 
ade and band, were driven to tbo 
grounds of St Mary's school. 


The broad avenue through which the 


carriages passed Is lined with hand- 
some and comfortable-looking man- 
sions, surrounded by spacious grounds 
and in many instances these places 
wore gaily decorated with the national 
colors. 


An audience of about 8,000 people had 


gathered beneath the trees at St. Mary's 
to listen to democratic doctrine from 
!)he lips of democracy's cholcu for the 
vice-presidency. 


Oen. 
Stevenson appeared on the 


speakers' stand accompanied by Senator 
Ransom. ITo was introduced by Chair- 
man Keenan. Be spoke for an hour 
and a half, dividing his time between 
tho tariff question and the force bill 
issue. His manner was very earnest 
all this time, and ho emphasized 
his points by bringing his 
good 


right 
fist 
down 
on 
the 


table with a resounding whack. He 
said: "I don't fool that I am to you 
citizens of North Carolina entirely a 
stranger. I know something of the 
history of this great commonwealth. 
The traditions, the history, the glory 
of old North Carolina are as dear to mo 
as to yourselves. The blood of my 
kindred as of yours was shed at the 
battle of King's mountain, and my 
kindred with yours united in forming 
the glorious Mecklenburg declaration 
of independence; so that I feel that I 
have a right to a welcome from old 
North Carolina. And, Indeed, I have 
had a welcome for which I wish to ex- 
tend my most profound and grateful 
thanks." 


The speaker's discussion of the tariff 


question followed these preliminary re- 
marks. 


Qen. Stevenson then turned his at- 


tention to the force bill, and while 
upon this subject awoke the enthusiasm 
of his hearers to a high pitch. After 
reviewing the effects of tho carpet-bap 
rule in the south aftftr tho close of the 
war he declared that it was contem- 
plated and intended by the republicans, 
if successful in tl*e coming contest, to 
pass a force bill.

CLEAR WATER FOR DECATOR 


Return of the Council Com- 


mittee from Davenport 


and Elgin. 


All ill B'avor of the Pressure Sya- 


tem-~It IB Bald to be 


the Beat. 


This morning Aldermen W. A. Hoi- 


man, R R. Montgomery, L. N. Dope, W. 
P. Shade, Steve Hubert and John Wil- 
liams returned home from a filtering in- 
spection trip at Davenport, Iowa, and 
Elgin, 111. They were shown about by 
Mr. Thomas, representing the New York 
Filter Manufacturing company and At- 
torney W. 0. Johns. 


Nearly all members ol the party, rep- 


resenting; Decatur, went away prejudiced 
•gainst the pressure system. They had 
inspected the gravity system and thought 
it excellent, but after seeing the results 
of the pressure system at Davenport end 
Elgin they all agree that it is far superior 
to the gravity system. The conversion 
to the system represented by Mr. Thomas 
was complete, the aldermen being con- 
vinced by personal observation and in- 
quiries that the pressure system for DC 
oatnr will prove more economical in the 
end, more practical and more satisfactory 
than any other plan of filtering now 
known. 
The capacity at Davenport is 


6,000,000 gallons of filtered water every 
24 hours, and the plant works splendidly. 
At Davenport and Elgin the aldermen 
separated in pairs and quietly interviewed 
water consumers on points in reference 
to the service and the quality of the water 
provided. In every case the residents of 
the cities named gave only strong en- 
dorsement of the pressure system. 


If the pressure system should be 


adopted by Decatur, there would be no 
necessity for the purchase of additions, 
pumps or the building of a reservoir 
The present pumps will answer, and the 
water will be pumped direct from the 
river throngh the pressure filters to the 
city ready for use. The oleaning process 
tor the filters is simple and practical. 


The city clerk will receive bids for 


filters until October 4th, and the council 
will take a vote on the question Oct. 10. 


Aid, John 'Williams is enthusiastically 


in favor of adopting the pressure system. 
He says the gravity system is nowhere in 
comparison to the pressure plan, wbkh 
is simplicity itself, it is a filter he says 
which is vastly more satisfactory and 
economical than the gravity system. He 
brought home samples c f unfiltered and 
filtered water from Davenport, and also 
a quantity ot the sand used in the press- 
ure filter. Mr. Williams will vote only 
for the pressure eyatem.

Mr. Burrows is pleased with 
Pipestone and says it is headquarters for 
self-binders, which are in great demand 
in that country; in fact eo inadequate is 
the supply that the threshing will not be 
completed before Christmas.

Dr. Griffith, an old 
physician of the capital, is quoted as 
saying-: "It seems to me that then is 
notbit g for the people of Springfield or 
ot Illinois to tear for at least six months. 
The approach of cold weather, if nothing 
else, will prevent an epidemic between 
now and spring. Besides, the health 
authorities of the state of Pennsylvania, 
3hio and Indiana, which ire on direct 
ins of communication between New 
York and Chicago, are very vigilant, and 
this means moon for the protection ot 
our own state. The thing for Spring- 
field and every other city to do is to thor- 
oughly clean up. With'proper precau- 
tions, we need cot fear a visitation of the 
cholera. In 1867 cholera broke out here 
in Springfield, just a year after it made 
its appearance in New York. We had 
sixteen oases of cholera that year. We 
need not have a repetition of the record 
of that year, if we keep clean. People 
should not get soared, bat simply follow 
common sense." 


An Open Letter to the Public. 
EDS. RBTCBLIOAN: It will be remem- 


bered that seven years ago when paving 
was commenced in this city I laid a half 
block ot concrete pavement on Morgan 
street. I am prepared to prove that it 
;s the best pavement ever put down in 
this city, and stood the test well until 
water stood upon it by reason of the 
water course being changed from north 
to south. George Hnnsley, Walter Pope 
and other teamsters will corroborate me 
ia this statement. Water standing on it 
for four months last winter was of mere 
damage to it than five years travel. 
I am also prepared to provo that the 


stone roadbed from the Wabaah railroad 
north to Maron street is as good as either 
of the two routes to the heart of the city 
paved at the same time this was made. 
Last winter there was a sink-hole at the 
intersection of Mason and Morgan 
streets, and a j amp-oil caused by the 
railroad company raising its tracks six 
inches, and the lopg, wet spring weather 
made it almost impassable. The cily 
was not Bed to repair it, so were the Wa- 
bush people, but they paid no attention 
to it. The railroad company said: "We 
will furnish no more stone for repairing 
the streets of Decatur." The city also 
refused to do it. Then the teamsters 
who had to pass over this collected 
stones and brickn and put them into the 
sink-hole to make it passable. I think 
both the railroad company and the city 
have acted the "dog in the manger." I 
have made a propysition that if the city 
will fix intersections I will bear my part 
of the expense to put the street in good 
repair, also to repair the south side of the 
railroad when the water is drained off 
the pavement. 
The city proposes to tear np this stone 


roadbed and replace it with brick. This 
I claim is unjust discrimination. Would 
it be jnst if the city should select a block 
on Oerro or any other paved street and 
condemn it when on either aide it ia just 
as good as the condemned block, saying 
we will not repair it nor let the property- 
owners repair it, but we will tear it np 
and replace it and make the property- 
ownurs pay for it over again. When the 
tearing np commences I will bring [a 
damage suit, as I think I have just 
grounds for doing so. 
From the Illinois Central freight house 


to the Wabosh freight house is 1600 feet; 
600 teet is Wabash stone road; 300 
the sums on Illinois Central ground. 
500 feet cobble stone beaide Morgan 
street. Ask teamsters which stretch of 
the road is the best. 
I do not wish to make people tired, but 
think the public ought to know the facts.

It earn* to th* knowledge ot Manager 


Ferguson last evening and thi* morning 
that twelve of the street car men em- 
ployed by the Oity Electric company had 
eeen fit to take preliminary steps toward 
forming a local union auxiliary to Uw 
American Federation ot Labor; and as 
soon as he learned the names of tha men 
they were relieved from further service 
and paid off in full. 


To-day there ai-e twelve former em- 


ployes ot the company idle, bnt the cars 
are running regularly by the aid ot 
extra 
nen. 
The street car men 


who are out make the claim that 
they have no grievance to bring up, and 
that until the present their relations 
with the company have been pleasant. 
Bnt they olaia they have a right to 
organise a union tor mutual benent it 
they desire BO to do. They think it 
strange that they should have been 
bounced simply because they had said 
they were going to organize and before 
any demand of any character had been 
made. Home of the men are strongly in 
favor of the union idea. Others are not. 
Thorn on duty who have been in former 
strikes and have suffered by them say 
they do not want any more union expe- 
rience 
And they go further and say 


that they know that Organizer Wood, 
'ha barber, ia being used as a tool for the 
Democrats to foment trouble among street 
oar men, none o! whom had acy griev- 
ance, not because Wood or the men who 
can be controlled by him want a union, 
bnt because the Democratic wire pullers 
think they can reach I. B. Milla aud cre- 
ate prejudice againat him and againat 
other Bepnblioan candidates at the ap- 
proaching election. Mr Mills, it so hap- 
pace, is one of the minor stockholders of 
toe company, bnt the management of the 
road rests largely with Mr. Ferguson, 
who says he is opposed to having any 
men on the line who belong to a union.

man work iu his coal mine at Blooming- 
ton, and to this day Stevenson wilt have 
notnmg to do with labor nniona. 
The 


right to organize is not demod any body 
of men, They organize to better their 
condition materially and socially and 
wi h a view of making demands which 
as an organization they feel will have 
more effect than if made by individuals. 


But Manager Ferguson takes the posi- 


tion thnt he dofn not want any walking 
delegates or union men connected with 
the railway line. He BUJB if they want 
eiek or other benefits the company is 
ready to contribute to snob a fund, and 
that experience has taught him that he 
oau gel. along better with men not con 
nooted with any organization. He is 
particularly opposed to the Federation 
idea.
